The prior art search did not disclose a method for routing traffic links to selectively off- 
load traffic from congested portions through identification of congestion by a 
predetermined maximum link utilization parameter wherein the maximum link utilization 
is associated with all of the links and a bandwidth that is below a maximum capacity of 
the link. 



Citation of Prior Art

disclosure. Patent number 5164938, Jurkevich et al. discloses a method of bandwidth 
seizing in integrated services networks. Jurkevich discloses a link threshold utilization 
parameter for bandwidth seizing from traffic component types.
